There wait two convincing answers 
to those fervid propagandists who 
tell us to look to the Fascism or the 
Communism of Europe, instead of to 
the representative democracy of the 
United States, for guidance in our 
national life. 

America looked within—and not 
abroad—when it won and estab- 
lished a form of Government by the 
People that became a model for the 
oppressed of all lands. 

America can still demonstrate that 
that form of government does more 
to assure national growth and inter- 
national concord than any of the 
desperate experiments which now 
trouble Europe.

LENS INVENTED TO 
SHOOT DUST IN AIR 


New Camera May Prevent 
Silicosis Fatalities. 


New Haven, Conn.—A “dust cam- 
era” which will actually ‘‘shoot’’ 
dust in the air, and provide the 
only permanent record of dust 
which can be obtained today by 
scientists making studies in the dust 
content of air in various indusiries, 
has been invented by Lawrence H. 
Ott of Cleveland, a student in the 
Sloane physics laboratory at Yale 
university. 

Ott worked two years with J. B. 
Ficklen, chemical engineer for the 
Travelers Insurance company, in 
developing the apparatus which, it 
was said, would have prevented the 
recent silicosis tragedy in West Vir- 
ginia, where several people died as 
the result of an overabundance of 
silica dust in the air. 

The camera is extremely useful, 
Ott says, in industries using brick- 
making, quarrying and burnishing 
4n their manufacturing processes. 
“As soon as employers are required 
4o keep the dust volume in the air 
down by legal statutes, such a 
method of counting dust as we have 
devised will be even more interest- 
ing and valuable,”’ he asserts. 

The camera takes a picture of the 
particles of dust in a very small 
amount of air. These particles are 
eounted and the percentages of dust 
in cubic feet of air estimated, sim- 
‘ilar to the method now employed 
‘by physicians and physiologists to 
determine the number of blood 
cells in the human body.

The experiments so far have indi- 
cated that the power of the current 
increases with the size of the eel, 
although the voltage remains fairly 
constant. Out of twenty eels rang- 


ing from eleven and a half inches ! 


up to seven feet ten inches, none 
registered more than 300 volts. 

The cathode ray 
along with other devices invented 
by Mr. Coates and Dr. Cox, showed 
that the eels are able to discharge 
the electricity from any part of 
their bodies they choose, but gen- 
erate it only in the middle section. 
The eleven-and-a-half-inch speci- 
men, known as eel No. 2, cweated 
his power in the middle six inches 
of his body. 

At 1,000 Feet a Second. 


They also discovered that the 
electric impulses travel along the 
body of the eel at a rate of 1,000 
feet a second. The maximum rate 
at which electric impulses have 
been recorded traveling along the 
nerves of other animals and human 
beings is roughly 100 feet a second. 
This indicates that there is some 
abnormal development of the tis- 
sues within the eel and about which 
nothing is known. 

To demonstrate their methods, 
Mr. Coates attached the oscillo- 


; graph to the regular city current, 


and the device registered various 
patterns on its recording disk. Then 
he took a small eel from a tank, 
dried it carefully and placed it in 
a hard-rubber trough which had 
metal contacts at every inch along 
the eel’s body. When he tickled the 
eel it discharged its current and 
created its own pattern on the face 
of the oscillograph. By compar-

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Leased Race Wires Not Vio- 
lating Federal Law. 


Washington. — Attorney General 
Cummings is preparing to declare 
an enforced hands-off policy on use 
of telephone wires for horse race 
betting services. 

Climaxing months of careful 
study of criminal statutes, the anti- 
trust division of the Department of 
Justice is reported to have been un- 
able to find any federal law under 
which the practice of leasing tele- 
phone wires for betting can be 
halted. 

The issue was raised by Paul A. 
Walker, member of the federal 
communications commission and 
director of the government’s in- 
vestigation of the American Tele 
phone and Telegraph company. 

Stirred by disclosures at public 
hearings showing private telephone 
lines are used extensively by two 
large horse race betting syndi- 
cates, Walker promptly urged a 
sweeping inquiry into the practice 
by J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the federal bureau of investiga- 
tion. 

Uncertain of how far federal 
jurisdiction in the matter would 
extend, Director Hoover referred 
the matter to the anti-trust experts 
of the department for ad- 
vice. Though they have returned 
no formal report yet, it is reliably 
reported they have been unable to 
find any grounds for federal action 
against the company or the betting 
operators. A report to this effect 
is expected to reach the attorney 
general within the next week. 

The reported finding of the anti- 
trust law experts bears out the con- 
tention of Walter S. Gifford, presi-

Memorial to America’s First 
Cheese Factory Unveiled 


In the costume of 1850, this old fashioned dairy maid helped to dedicate 
the memorial to the first cheese ery in America, at Rome, New York. 


AIRYMEN from all parts of the 
United States gathered in 
Rome, New York, this past week, 
when a memorial on the site of 
America’s first cheese factory was 
unveiled. 
A pageant in the costume of 1850, 
a parade of ox-carts, and a colorful 
ceremony preceded the dedication 
of the bronze and stone memorial 
commemorating the birth of the 
cheese factory system in the United 
States. The nation’s first cheese fac- 
tory was built in Rome, in 1851, by 
Jesse Williams, a dairy farmer of 


that community, son of a Revolu- 
tionary War hero. 


The ceremonies at Rome served to 
inaugurate National Cheese Week 
for the nation, November 8 to 14. 
It was from the smal! beginnings at 
the cheese factory in Rome that the 
entire cheese factory system in this 
country grew. 


The bronze tablet and replica of 
the old cheese factory were pre- 
sented to the city of Rome by 
George L. Mooney, secretary of the 
National Cheese Institute. 


‘Paris Catacombs Added 


to Tourist Attractions 

Paris.—The Catacombs, the great 
underground cemetery of Paris, 
‘which is termed the ‘‘creepiest 
place in the world,’’ have become 
'a tourist attraction and were visited 
'by 5,950 persons last year. 

The Catacombs date back to the 
'Gallo-Roman period and for many 
jyears were the hiding place of rob- 
‘bers and murderers. Throughout the 
centuries they have been used as an 
ossuary, and historians believe that 
the bones of Danton, Desmoulins, 
‘Lavoisier and Robespierre are hid- 
den somewhere in the dark, damp 
‘caverns. 

Today the Catacombs are open to 
the public every Saturday. Candles 
are provided at the entrance and 
each visitor receives a metal disk 


which he must return upon leaving 
the Catacombs — thus providing a 
check that no tourist has been left 
behind in the dark until the Cata- 


combs are reopencd the following 
week.
